Kansas  vs.  Colorado  Water 
recently  handed  down.  He  reported  that  two  o-F  the  three  issues 
•filed  on  were  dismissed.  The  only  issue  that  Colorado  was  -found 
in  violation  on  concerned  the  development  o-p  post  Compact  wells, 
the  Compact  referring  to  the  Kansas— Colorado  Water  Compact  o-f 
1948.  It  was  reported  that  final  ruling  by  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  likely  will  not  happen  until  1996. 


hr.  Witte  then  talked  about: 

1.  The  adjudication  process  for  water  wells  that  pump  less  than 
15  gallons  of  water  pel"  minute;  it  wa-  indicated  that  wells  of 
this  nature  do  not  need  adjudication. 

2.  Application  for  water  rights  from  a flowing  stream  to  be  used 
as  a water  source  for  livestock;  if  such  rights  are  applied 
for  the  applicant  should  specify  exact  point  of  diversion. 

3.  Well  permits  for  the  development  of  a spring;  the  $25  fee  for 
a well  permit  may  be  the  best  course  of  action. 

4.  Ponds;  above  ground  stock  tanks  may  be  considered  a pond  but 
are  exempt  by  law. 

Jason  Elmore  gave  the  Southeast  Colorado  Junior  Cattlemen  s 
report,  giving  list  of  the  new  officers  and  a talk  d about  the 
Scholarship  fund  raie<  r the  Juniors  have  planned  for  later  in  the 
day. 

Steve  Ptolemy  listed  all  of  the  commercial  members  who  donated  to 
the  nnual  banquet  fund  and  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Bent- 
Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse  Growers  Association  for  their  support. 


Joe  Kasza,  President  of  the  Colorado  Cattlemen's  Association, 
thanked  Bent-Prowers  for  their  support.  He  then  reported  on  the 
long  range  plans  of  CCA  concerning  the  consolidation  of  livestock 
organizations  in  the  future  for  a more  united  voice  on  industry 
wide  topics  and  concerns.  Concerns  of  such  a consolidation  are 
that  it  be  gr.'-.ss  root  driven  and  be  accountable  back  to  the 
producers  it  is  to  be  representing,  maintenance  of  a dues 
structure,  and  that  the  lobbying  effort  be  controlled  by  the  dues 
payers. 


Reeves  Brown,  Executive  Vice  President  o-f  the  Colorado 
Cattlemen’s  Association,  reported  on  several  state  legislature 
bills  that  CCA  is  monitoring  and  informed  us  that  CCA  has  sent  a 
letter  to  the  Air  National  Suard  in  opposition  to  their  pr  opo_>cc 
Two  Buttes  Military  Operations  Area.  On  the  federal  level,  he 
reported  on  the  monitoring  of  the  Endanger  Species  Amendment  and 
the  Clean  Water  Act.  Also,  that  the  National  Biological  Survey 
Act  was  pulled  from  consideration  after  the  property  rights 
amendments  were  added  and  that  haying  and  grazing 
supported  on  an  emergency  basis  only.
